It was at this time last year, at our Annual Ball, that Sam Papasavas spoke 
so passionately about the Club he loved and where he saw its future direc- 
tion. Those who were privileged to hear his courageous speech, would surely 
have been inspired by the fervour and emotion of this man. A Greek-Cypriot 
migrant, Sam Papasavas achieved so much in his personal and public life, 
yet never forgot his origins.

Federation his contribution towards the high standing of the game is undisput- 
ed and will remain in everyone’s hearts and minds for many years to come.
